THE PHYSIOLOGICAL EFFECT OF 
MAGNETISM 
p B igeeX, the negative effects ob- 
tained years ago by Lord Lind- 
say (now the Earl of Crawford), 
Prof. Thompson recently sueceeded in 
demonstrating a real physiological ef- 
fect due to magnetism. Some six years 
ago, when experimenting with an elec- 
tro-magnet which had been constructed 
to show his well-known experiment on 
the repulsion of copper rings, he ob- 
served a faint visual effect when his 
forehead was placed close to the mag- 
net, He recently found the means of 
producing the visual effect (which is 
subjective and physiological) in a way 
that succeeds with “every. person on 
whom it been tried. An alternating 
magnetic field of sufficient intensity and 
extent was produced by passing an al- 
ternating electric current around a spe 
cially constructed magnetising coil. 

On inserting the head into the inter- 
ior of the coil in the dark, or with the 
eves closed, there is perceived over the 
whole region of vision a faint, flicker- 
ing illumination, colorless or of a slight- 
ly bluish tint. The period of the flicker 
is not well defined. It does not seem 
to be the same over the whole region 
of vision at the same time, nor is it 
equally bright over the whole region of 
vision, but is somewhat brighter in the 
peripheral region than in the central 
parts. Even in daylight, with the eyes 
open, one is conscious of a sensation of 
flicker superposed upon the ordinary 
vision, 

The effect is diminished by lowering 
the intensity of the field, and increased 
by raising it. Attempts to discover 
whether the brightness of the pheno- 
menon stands in any relation to the 
direction of the axis of the field with 
respect to the directions of the princi- 
pal axis of the skull have not yet re- 
vealed any definite result. It will be 
necessary to apply more intense fields 
than have yet been tried. No after- 
effects of any kind have been experi- 
eneed, either by Professor Thompson or 
by any of the persons who have y ade 
tho-ewperinrents wit him: af

With the Horses 


VHERE is nothing which helps to sell 
an animal of any kind as flesh or 
fat. 

The fastest trotter, pacer, or runner 
will never bring what it is really worth, 
either at private sale or at public auc. 
tion, if it is not in good condition, 

It is an amazing fact, but it is a fact 
nevertheless, that good horsemen and 
the best of judges will overlook a good 
one, ifAt is looking thin and ragged, 

This fact means that in order to se- 
cure the best prices for horses of any 
kind they must be in good condition 
when a buyer appears on the scene, 

This is especially true with colts, 
Young animals generally have to sell 
on their appearances. Of course breed- 
ing and ability to show gait helps, but 
ala appearance the sale must fall 

at. 

A very good article on fitting colts 
and horses for the market appears in 
one of our exchanges and is worthy a 
place in this article. 

It is as follows: 


Fit Them for Market 


Auction sales of trotting stock will 
soon be in order and those breeders just 
beginning in the business, who have 
animals to sell, whether young or old, 
many or few, should begin at once to 
put them in attractive condition. There 
is nothing more attractive to the eyes 
of most purchasers than fat, and, except 
hogs, there is no animal raised on the 
farm that can be fattened more easily 
than a healthy one of the horse kind, 
whether old or young. They should be 
fed regularly as much good, sweet, early 
eut, well cured English hay as they 
will eat without leaving any oats in the 
manger, They should also be fed a lib- 
eral ration of old oats three times 
daily; the ration to be in proportion to 
the age and size of tue animal. Have 
all the mangers cleaned thoroughly at 
least once a day, three times a day is 
better. 

When an animal shows indication of 
becoming cloyed and leaves oats in 
the manger, reduce the rations, both 
of hay and grain, at least one-half, for 
a day or two longer if necessary, until 
the appetite is restored, then increase 
gradually until the full ration is eon 
sumed. Keep the appetite keen. Water 
at least three times daily. The animal 
should also be well bedded and the stall 
kept clean and free from odors. Every 
animal should also be carefully groomed 
each morning with a curry comb used 
lightly, especially about the head, legs, 
and belly, and a good brush, which may

The farmer's boy who has never 
had experience with curry comb and 
brush should visit a livery stable and 
watch an experienced, faithful groom 
clean a few horses, and follow his plan 
of applying the curry comb and brush. 

Unless applied lightly the curry eqmb 
is an instrument of torture, Its purpose 
is to leosen the dirt from the body so 
that it may be removed by applications 
of the brush. The curry comb should 
never be applied to the mane and tail, 
nor shoulda wire tooth ecard, Use only 
a brush made of hair or broom corn or 
a coarse tooth comb made of horn on 
mane and tail, . A well groomed animal 
with neatly combed and brushed mane 
and tail will bring several dollars more 
in a sale ring or at a private sale, than 
will the same animal with his or her 
hair full of dirt and hair of mane and 
tail twisted, tangled and full of burrs. 


Animals that are not old enough to 
show in harness should be educated 
to be shown to bridle, either guided 
by a man who can sprint fast running 
at the animal’s left shoulder, or mount 
ed on a pony with the animal to be 
shown at the pony’s side or better still 
driven in front of the pony and guid 
ed by the bit by means of long reins 
attached, Unless a youngster shows a 
gait indicative of speed the bids will 
not reach a high figure, no matter how 
he or she may be bred; or how fat or 
how well groomed. 


When an animal is offered that is to 
be shown in harness he or she should 
be thoroughly educated and well man 
nered, obey the rein and voice promptly 
and cheerfully, and also be fearless of

tile paralysis, poor milk, and improper 
care are given as causes. Just how 
much this variegated fatality was due 
to ao, nourished and overworked 
mothers and to the insanitary state of 
the average farm-house may be judged

Its 
heartinoss, cheapness, and ease of pre- 
paration appeal to her; and being over- 
worked herself, she eats it as the 
others do, washing it down with poor 
tea. If a woman of the family is 
nursing an infant she gets no better 
food, though what she has may be 
varied by milk or some of the unsold 
eggs. But as for milk, taken from 
dirty cows, tied in a_ dirty shed, 
handled by grimy farm hands, and 
brought to the house in an unwashed 
pail, the question whether it is really 
a better food than pork and soda bis- 
cuits and doughnuts raises a melancholy 
doubt.

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Fishes are charged with being voice- 
less, but nothing could be farther from 
the truth, as more than three hundred 
species are known to produce sound, The 
Sciaenidae are probably the best ox- 
amples of the falsity of that libel, for 
they emit noises that may be heard from 
a depth of twenty fathoms. It has been 
suggested that the story of the songs of 
the fabled sirens originated in the utter- 
ances of these fishes travelling in 
schools, 

When captured the sead, or horse- 
mackerel, the globefish, the grunt, the 
pigfish, and the hogfish made sounds re- 
sembling the grunting of a pig, while 
one of the best-known fishes on the 
Atlantic seaboard, the croaker, gets its 
name from the croak it gives when 
caught. Carp also croak when taken out 
of the water. 

The legend of Pascagoula River and 
its mysterious music has been explained 
as the noise made by sea-drums. It may 
often be heard on summer evenings. The 
listener being on the beach, or, yet more 
favorably, in a boat floating on the riv- 
er, a low, plaintive sound is heard rising 
and falling like that of an aeolian harp, 
and seeming to issue from the water. 
The sounds, which are sweet and exceed- 
ingly plaintive, cease as soon as there is

When Humboldt firt visited the 
South Seas an extraordinary noise start- 
led the crew one evening, At first it was 
like the beating of many drums in the 
distance, and then the sounds seemed 
to, come from the ship itself, near the 
poop. at first the terrified crew thought 
that breakers were at hand, and then 
that the vessel had sprung a leak; but it 
was soon discovered that the sounds 
were produced by fishes. 

Formerly it was believed that fishes 
could not hear, as they have no ears, 
but anatomists have proved that they 
have internal organs of hearing. In 
Sweden the church bells are not rung 
during the bream season lest the fish 
take flight and desert the region. During 
the pilchard fishery the people are no 
less careful of their sensitiveness to 
sound, 

In contrast to the poorly developed 
sense of taste in fishes is their acute 
sense of smell, as evidenced by the selec- 
tion they make in their food. Fisher- 
men know well that tainted bait is not 
so tempting as fresh bait. Though a 
hungry fish is not fastidious, the odor 
of badly decomposed bait is repugnant 
to fihes everywhere.

While in winter 
it passes to the very interior of Africa, 
it may be found in summer anywhere 
in Europe and Asia, even in Greenland, 
From the latter country it never wan- 
ders in winter into North America, 
which, of course, can be reached with 
greater ease but always follows the 
old road over which it first must have 
reached Greenland, that is, by way of 
Iceland, the Faroe Islands and England, 
which were onee connected with one 
another by bridges of land as were still 
at the time of the Deluge the three 
peninsulas of Southern Europe with Af- 
rica. In taese habits may be observed 
phenomena of heredity in deference to 
which, during the winter, every indivi- 
dual seeks, if not the locality which

birds usually, from preference, pass 


from one station of rest to another and 
therefore must follow, in a measure, 
the outlines of the country, it may be 
assumed that when they wander across 
the ocean, though elsewhere paths of 
migration overland are at their dis 
posal, they follow in accordance with

In this way may be explained the fact 
that the hawk that broods in Bastern 
Siberia and Manchuria passes the win- 
ter in India and South Africa, Like- 
wise wander the hoopoe and the crook- 
billed strand-snipe to Madagasear, 
while both are unknown in Africa south 
of the equator. They follow the long 
chain of islands along which the migra- 
tion of their ancestors toward the south- 
west occurred, and we can assume noth- 
ing other than that this migration was 
effected along a northern territorial 
connection, it may be by way of Syria 
and Arabia, along the eastern coast of 
the black continent, or perhaps along 
the chain of islands, whieh, as relies 
of a former continent, might have been 
present in far greater numbers in the 
past than at the present day. It is, 
therefore, a valid conclusion that in 
the course of time the flight overland, 
over a path of bridges of land, has be- 
come a migration across the ocean, The 
birds, however, did not choose the 
bridges of land especially to avoid pas 
sage across sea and ocean; rather their 
path of migration was the result of the 
fact that the former territorial connee- 
tion afforded then the sole possibility 
o. scattering themselves toward the 
north or of a.retreat to the south, Their 
lines of passage of the present day, con- 
sequently, are nothing other than the 
stupendously old paths which the birds 
have followed from time immemorial. 


FITTING HOGS FOR THE SHOW 
RING 

Y the time this appears in print the 

summer and fall fairs will all be 

over, and the wise exhibitor will 

have made plans for next season's 

shows. Some, no doubt, will say, ‘‘ Why 

that fellow ts taking time by the fore- 

lock.’’ But just let these kind of ex- 

hibitors think so, and forget to look 

forward to the next year’s show, then 

let them try and buck the fellow that 

begins to prepare for next year as soon 
as this year’s show is over, 

The latter’s ribbons will help sell his 
surplus stock and the former will have 
to use all kinds of talk to sell his, 

Now is the time to pick your next 
year’s yearlings, and the sow that you 
want to breed for the sow and litter 
}elass, also the sow that is the best pros- 
pect to raise the calendar year pigs. 
You may leave such matters to luck or 
| chanee, but life is too short to take such 
fellows in as partners. Look back and 
see where your herd was weak this year 
and try and strengthén every entry you 
have had, and doubly so in the weak 
parts, 

The over-fat will not make a winner 
|next year, if you keep him in a fit-for- 
show condition all the time. You must 
not have him carry any more weight 
than his bone ean stand or he will go 
}down in the pasterns; then you are out. 
| He must be fed on feed that will pro- 
!duce bone and muscle, and get all the 
size you possibly can the first year, for 
if you do not you will always have an 
undersized fellow. About four months 
before the show give him all he will 
eat up clean, with just enough exercise 
to make him develop his bone and mus- 


cle, and a good appetite, See that he 
Seem i, If yoTMiven’t the time 


to drive him around some every day, 
then se» that he has the kind of com- 
pany that will make him take it. I won 
Grand Sweepstakes four years in suc- 


cession with Eva’s Chief and never 
spent an hour in driving him around 
for exercise. I always kept him in a 


bout fifteen acres with one, 
| two, or three yearling boars; after the 
first battle one of them will that 
the other moves around enough to make 
jhim ready for that full dinner pail. 


| Do hot price the females that you 
should keep to fill those weak points, 
for, if you do, some one that has kept 
an eye on your herd will buy them, and 
then he will take home the ribbons next 
year and you will have no one to blame 
j but yourself. The judges at the good 
|Shows have honor enough to give the 
| ribbons to whom they belong, and not 
}to you because you have won in the} 
| past, 
If your herd is such that you have 
| prize winning blood on both sides of 
| the house, and your youngsters are of 
|4 uniform type, then I would advise you 
to sell some of your good ones to some 
of your brother breeders, especially to 
those who will try and show them next 
year, for something may happen that 
} you cannot get your herd to the show 
in their Sunday clothes, and it is a good 
idea to have someone win with your 
breeding, ; 
Should you meet a defeat, then by all 
means do not be a kieker among a 
bunch of exhibitors at a show. Take 
your medicine like a man and try to 
find your weak spots, and then’ get 
ready for a killing next year. If you 
haven’t the material to do so then cer 
tainly it is high time that you are look 
ing around, See that you buy from a 
herd that contains a long line of win

an instance of this kind eame ~ 
under my observation, This judge was 
a breeder of Chester Whites, and when 
he tied the ribbons on the Poland Chinas 
he failed so utterly and the dissatis. 
faction was so great and caused so 
much comment that the matter was 
taken up by the American Poland China 
Record Association at their next meet- 
ing. As a result of their discussion, a 
number of names of capable breeders 
were recommended who it was thought 
would do the work oe Nearly all 
the large fairs and the International 
at Chieago selected their Poland China 
judges from this list. I need not assure 
vou that every exhibitor went home 
from the show well satisfied—that is 
a self-evident fact. I suggest that if 
the fair associations will get a Berk. 
shire breeder to judge the Berks, and 
the other breeds the same, and announce 
the same in their prize list, their ex. 
hibits will be larger and they will find 
that one great cause of so much dis. 
satisfaction will be removed. If such 
a method is too expensive, then why not 
get a competent professor from one of 
the agricultural colleges. Te will be 
unbiassed, and migut make the awards 
to all breeds. ei he could judge 
some of the other live stock, which 
would save quite an item in expense, 
My experience in mixing with managers 
of fair associations is that they they 
all want to do the right thing at the 
right time. So I think it is up to the 
exhibitors to let their wants be known 
before the prize lists are issued, 


THE JERSEY AS A FAMILY Cow 


ER past history, the circumstances 
that have controlled her evolw- 
tion, her inborn characteristics, 

her temperament, her dairy utility, and 
her conformation and appearance, all 
combine to render the Jersey the ideal 
family cow. 

On her native island the Jersoy has 

been developed in an intimate domestie 
environment on the farms of smail pea 
sant proprietors. The intensive farm. 
ing practised on the island of Jersey 
has. necessitated the tethering of the 
uitle while in pasture, and they are 
honsed at night. They have been treat 
cd almost as members of the family. 
This frequent handting and close asso 
ciation with her owners have developed 
in the Jersey a marked gentleness and 
docility of disposition, 
“Cows giving rich milk have been con 
tinuously selected on the island of Jer. 
sey as breeders, and the Jersey has 
been famous for two hundred years as 
a large butter-producer, The ability to 
yield milk containing a high percent- 
age of butter-fat has thus far become a 
fixed characteristic of the race; and 
its further development by Aaerican 
breeders has added to this inborn habit 
the ability to produce a large quantity 
of milk, so that the breed is much 
sought after for the business dairy, 

This large milk production is’ due 
more to the persistency with which the 
Jersey maintains her milk flow through- 
out the year than to heavy milking 
while fresh. As an illustration of this 
characteristic, the work of a certain 
Jersey cow under authenticated test for 
a year shows a yield of 1,014 pounds o 
milk the first month after freshening, 
gradually diminishing to a yield of 697 
pounds in the twelfth month. As the 
percentage of fat increased as the milk 
diminished, her butter record, starting 
with 58 pounds the first month, was stil) 
54 pounds the last month of the twelve, 
The record of this cow is by no means 
phenomenal, This characteristie of 
keeping up the yield is especially valu- 
able when but one or two cows are kept 
for family use, as it insures a steady 
supply with but little intermission. 

Publie competitive dairy tests in Am 
erica have demonstrated another 


very 
valuable trait of the Jersey: viz., eco 
nomy of production. She has beep 


proved to give higher returns for the 
food she consumes than any other breed 
of dairy cattle, owing to the fact that 
her feed is turned largely into milk 
instead of fattening her body, The Jer 
sey is, comparatively, a small cow, and 
small cows consume, in proportion, more 
: but require relatively less for 
y maintenance, and therefore pro- 
more product than the larger 
kinds, They prove.to be the more effi 
cient dairy machines, 

In bodily conformation, color, udder 
development, and general dairy type, 
the Jersey is without a peer, being 
generally recognised as one of the most 
beautiful domestic animals ever bred 
by man. Through her beauty and gentle 
disposition she makes an irresistible ap 
peal to the ladies of the family, and 
becomes the pet of the children, Her 
deerlike limbs, her graceful carriage, 
her soft coat of various shades of fawn, 
her fine ineurving horns, her intelligent 
face and limpid eye, reflecting, as it 
were, a thousand peaceful pastoral 
landscapes, wins the hearts of all ani 
mal lovers,

First of all, see that your purchase 
is up-on-toes, with a clean, short strong 
leg; a nice neat head; ears thin, neat 
and well set apart; a good crest free 
from wrinkles; deep and wide in chest; 
well arehed wide back; strong in loins;

have to be fat to show the kind of ham 
he will have when in show condition, 
If you get a mellow fellow with the 
above points you ean bank on being 
inside of the money at the first show 
you take him to, if you do your part 
in feed and eare, I would like to tell 
you how to feed, but I am afraid this 
woud be impossible, I always remem 
ber the reply that a noted Iowa exhibi 
tor made at one of the first meetings 
of the American Poland China Record 
Association, which I attended, When 
he was asked to tell us some of his 
ways of feeding his past winners and 
how to feed winners, he said: ‘I tell 
you, there is no set rule how to feed 
a pig for a show. No two are econ 
stituted alike, You have to watch them 
and try to give them what they need. 
You would not feed as I would if I 
did tell you how; I never could get a 
man to do so, You must make them 
grow the first year; if you don’t you 
will never get them to—that’s all there 
is to it.’? And then he sat down, 

In my twenty-five years of feeding 
and breeding hogs I find that he eame 
as near telling the truth as possible, 

Just a word right here about judges. 
There is nothing more disappointing to 
a breeder than to find, after he has 
driven into the ring an almost perfect 
type of his chosen breed, that the judge 
is totally ineompetent of judging this 
-particular breed, In 1908, while attend 
ing one of the leading fairs of the

as a food producer; because of the high 
nutritive value of her milk, Of all 
dairy breeds, the Jersey is the only one 
combining all these desirable require: 
ments, and she possesses them in the 
superlative degree.

‘*By a majority of 109 the House of 
Commons has decided that Mr, Shackle 
ton’s Bill conferring the parliamentary 
franchise on certain classes of women 
ought to become law; a few moments 
later the same House of Commons, by a 
majority of 145, decided that the Bill 
shall not become law, They blessed the 
bill, and then, without even a decent 
interval, they proceeded to strangle it, 
it was in keeping with the tangle of in 
sincerities by which the movement has 
been surrounded now for forty years. 
To pass the second reading of the bill 
meant nothing, but to send it at once to 
a standing committee meant business, 
and so leave was at once refused, The 
net result is a decided setback to the 
cause.

In a very wide and varied experience 
with many tribes, | have yet to find 
even one instance of avarice, and L 
have encountered but one single case 
of a ‘‘stingy Indian,’’ and this man 
was so marked amongst his fellows that 
at mention of his name his tribespeople 
jeered, and would remark contemptu- 
ously that he was like a white man, who 
hated to share his money and his pos- 
sessions, All red races are born social- 
ists, and most tribes earry out their 
communistie ideas to the letter. 

Amongst the Iroquois it is consicered 
disgracetul to have food if your neigh- 
bor has none, ‘To be a creditable mem- 
ber of tne nation you must divide your 

ssessions with your less fortunate fel- 
ows. 1 find it much the same amongst 
the Coast Indians, and though they are 
less bitter in their hatred of the ex- 
tremes of wealth and poverty than are

A TWO-STORY TREE 


C* the left bank of the River Oder, 
in Ratibor, in 

there grows a maple tree which is 
one of the most remarkable works of 
art in existence; for though a tree, and 
to that extent a natural object, it has 
been trained, twisted, and eut, until it 
has become more like a house than a 
tree, 

The tree is more than a hundred years 
old, and through the greater part of this 
time the work of cutting and twisting 
has been going on, The trunk rises from 
the ground much like that of any other 
tree; but a flight of steps leads to the 
first level, where the branches have been 
gradually woven together until a firm 
and leafy floor has been made, 

Above this is a second floor smaller in 
diameter and formed in the same way, 
Around each floor the branches have 
been woven into solid walls, making two 
circular rooms, Each of these rooms is 
lighted by eight windows cut through 
the walls of branches and foliage.

CANADIAN EARTHQUAKES 


TTO KLOTZ, Dominion Astronomer, 
O at Ottawa, says the sensitive mod- 
ern instruments, which record 
earthquakes, show that there are many 
little quakes constantly occurring, even 
in Canada, Some of these extend over 
days and occasionally over weeks, Writ- 
ing on this subject in Science, a New 
York magazine, Mr, Klotz says: 

‘*In general, they are far more preva- 
lent during the winter season than 
in the summer. ‘These pulsations or 
tremors I call microseisms. The ques- 
tion naturally arises, what produces 
these vibrations? Are they due to a 
constant stress in the earth’s crust, 
which, at times, adjusts itself by a rup- 
ture along some weak line, along a fault, 
or are they produced by thermometrie or 
barometric conditions of the atmos- 
phere? Among phenomena of the latter 
we may consider winds, and the position 
and movements of low barometer.’’
